130 YEARS TO GO 
Dapper Bandit Confesses 
9 Liquor Store Holdups 


Tom Hamrick, dapper “friendly bandit” who escaped from Kilby 
where he was serving more than 130 
years for robbery, Saturday confessed to five liquor store holdups 
in Atlanta during the past three months, according to Atlanta police. 


Prison, Montgomery, Ala., 


At the same time Detectives 
Glyn Cowan and J. L. Moseley, 
who are investigating a dozen 
other liquor store holdups, con- 
fronted the former Atlantan with 
an oid holdup charge docketed 
against him in 1937. 

Hamrick was arrested Friday 
afternoon by Patrolman J. L. Cor- 
ney, when one of his victims 
pointed him out to the patrolman 
as Hamrick was boarding a bus 
downtown, Upon questioning 
Saturday, Hamrick confessed 
holding up Dad’s Liquor Store, 115 
Walton St., N. W., Dec. 27 when 
he got $45; Roland’s Liquor Store, 
Dec. 30, 266 Peachtree St., N. E. 
when he took $350; the Glass 
House Liquor Store, 268 Ponce de 
Leon, N. E., Nov. 16, when he took 
$150; The Spring Liquor Store, 
915 Spring St., N: W., Jan. 6, 
when he took $400; and the 101 
Liquor Store, 95 Marietta St., N. 
W., Jan. 10, when he took $100. 

The old charge booked against 
Hamrick grew out of the holdup 
of a Jacob’s Drug Store-.in 1937. 
Detectives Cowan and Moseley 
said Hamrick and F. E. Schooley 
held up C. J. Hazelrigs, druggist, 
taking $340 from the cash regis- 
ter. According to Moseley and 
Cowan, Hamrick and Schooley 
then took Hazelrigs to his home 
and forced him to open a safe, 
from which they took $700. Mrs. 
Hazelrigs, awakened by the com- 
motion, came upon the bandits. 


She shot and killed Schooley, the 
detectives said. 


Hamrick then fled to Alabama, 
where he was arrested in the com- 
pany.of Odie Fluker, who was 
later sentenced to a life term in 
the death of Eddie Guyol, former 
“bug” racketeer. Hamrick was 
returned to Kilby Prison from 
where he had escaped, to finish 
serving his term. 

Atlanta detectives said employ- 
ees of Bill’s Liquor Store, 207 
Luckie St., had identified Ham- 
rick by his pictures as the man 
who held up that liquor store 
Dec. 12 and took $780. 

Hamrick also has been tenta- 
tively identified by R. N. Thax- 
fton, as the man who robbed him 
of $375 in a recent downtown 
hotel holdup. 

When Hamrick was arrested, he 
gave as his address a Washington 
Street boarding house. Cowan 
and Moseley said they found a 
.38-caliber revolver among his 
personal effects there. He was 
not armed at the time of the ar- 
rest, however. 

The Atlanta detectives said 
Montgomery. authorities have 
asked for Hamrick’s return, but 
they said Hamrick will be indict-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15—Geor- 
gia teachers would get a flat $200 
increase in salary in the school 
year, 1947-48, under a Federal-aid- 
to-education bill introduced in the 
House by Rep. Gerald W. Landis, 
Republican, of Indiana. 

Landis’ bill joined half a dozen 
others which have been introduced 
fn the Eightieth Congress to aid 
education in the States. It pre- 
sented an approach different from 
any yet offered, however, since 
it proposed outright specified 
grants to teachers, instead of over- 
ail grants to States to be admin- 
istered as each state chooses, Land- 
is one of the ranking Republi- 
can member of the House Com- 
mittee on education and labor.

Prices generally are pretty 
steep.

some 7,000 men, the daily maximum, toiled during

1942. 

It has taken the experts nearly five years to gather 
sufficient data to give the American public an exact 
idea of the return on their investment. 

In his 1946 annual report to the Secretary of the 
Interior, Dr. Paul Raver, head of the Bonneville Power 
Administration, which markets Grand Coulee electricity, 
says officially that the return from the sale of the big 
dam's power will fully cover all operation and main- 
tenance expenses and all reimbursable canstruction 
costs will be returned to the United States Treasury 
within 50 years. The Government will also receive 24% 
percent interest on its invested money. 

In round figures, Grand Coulee Dam electricity to 
date has been sold wholesale by Dr. Raver for approxi- 
mately $44,000,000, although only six of’ the 18 genera-

the Treasury about one-quarter of the original cost of 
the dam and power plant. This is the gross return. 

However, Dr. Raver says in his 1945 annual report 
that 37 cents out of ‘every revenue dollar he received 
were available as surplus. That would then make the 
net return so far from the sale of Grand Coulee Dam 
electricity at least $15,000,000. 

When one studies what Grand Coulee Dam did for 
the war effort, this alone, without counting financial re- 
turn, seems to justify the great barrier’s construction. 

According to Dr. Raver’s 1946 report, the aluminum 
produced in Northwest plants during the war were suf- 
ficient to turn out 10,000 B-29s or 150,000 fighter planes. 
And without Columbia River sources of electric power 
the large Northwest aluminum plants would never have 
been started. 

Grand Coulee Dam also made possible the erection 


of the immense $500,000,000 Hanford engineering works 
near Pasco, Wash., where ingredients of the atomic 
bomb are manufactured. 

Dr. Raver further states that approximately 65 per- 
cent of the electricity generated at Grand Coulee Dam 
from 1942 to 1945 went into the war effort. For in- 
stance, Northwest shipyards needed immense quanti- 
ties of electricity. During one year alone these North- 
west yards turned out 181 ships. 

” Now that World War II is over, Grand Coulee Dam 
seems destined to aid ‘Northwest peacetime jobs. 

From 1941 through July, 1946, Grand Coulee Dam 
generated 18,814,936 megawatt hours. If it were pos- 
sible to put this power into a giant storage battery and 
place it in the vicinity of Los Angeles it would last the 
Los Angeles municipality system until the early Summer 
of 1953. New York City could get enough power out 
of the battery so that all its electrical needs would be 
amply supplied for over two years. 

Grand Coulee Dam has produced since 1942 the 
equal of about one percent of the total power generated 
in the United States in all years prior to 1941. 

Certainly Grand Coulee Dam is no financial flop. 
Plenty of figures prove that. Nor as a defense meas- 
ure has the big barrier’s worth been negligible. And 
it is apparent that Grand Coulee Dam will serve the 
nation well in its peacetime efforts.

Palestine 
Still a Problem 


Britain has given up attempting to solve the 
Palestine problem. The United Nations will be 
: asked to do it. 

That means Russia will have a heavy voice in it. It- means a 
great increase of Soviet influence throughout the Middle East. 

It means more delay for the more than 1,000,000 Jews in the 
displaced persons camps of Europe, fully 95 percent of whom want 
to go to Palestine. 

It means, too, that the Arab rulers have guessed wrong. Short- 
sighted, seeing only the immediate problem, they fanatically refused 
to agree to the setting up of a Jewish state in which Arabs would 
have fully protected and equal rights. | 

They have won. But their victory is the beginning of their 
defeat. 


° In 1919 there were an estimated 573,000 Arabs 
Population in Palestine and about 75,000 Jews. The beginning 
of Jewish immigration, the creating of more farms and industrial 
plants and husinesses offered a higher standard of living for Arabs 
in Palestine. The great immigration to Palestine was more Arab 
than Jewish. While Jews were limited, Arabs were not. They 
flowed in to take advantage of the markets for farm and cattle. prod- 
ucts provided by the new Jewish cities and town population. Their 
standard of living is higher than that of other Arabs. 

From 1919 to 1947 the Arkb population of Palestine increased 
from 573,000 to an estimated 1,200,000. The Jewish population 
increased from about. 75,000 to 650,000. 

While at the grass roots level the two got along well, there was 
never any chance of peace so long as the Arab rulers saw in the 
Jews there a potential producer of the industrial revolution in the 
Arab Middle East. 

It is this fact, more than British and American interest in the 
great oil reserves of the region, which made the Arab League a pos- 
sibility. The members of that League know that once the industrial 
revolution gets under way, they, the rulers, are finished and along 
with them their system of ruling. 

The Turk treated the Arab badly in the centuries he 

ruled. He left his mark. But it was no more ruthless 
more productive of misery and wretchedness than the 
today. Nowhere in the world will you find more illiter- 
hunger and misery than in the Middle East. It is 
unbelievably bad in Egypt, the most advanced of the Arab, or 
Moslem, nations. What it is in the others can hardly be imagined. 

Feudal rulers are apparently indifferent to thig misery and dis- 
ease. 

But the Russians are not. 

The Russian ministry in Cairo always receives a copy of pro- 
tests sent by Cairo’s workers protesting wages and working condi- 
tions. They, these. miserable workers who earn as little as 60 cents 
for a full day’s work, know nothing of Soviet ideology. But they 
know, vaguely, there is such a government and that it is report- 
edly interested in miserable peoples.

Now, Russia will havé an official voice in the settlement 
of the Palestinian problem. The Soviets, of course, have 
been very kind in their dealings with kings and emperors of the 
Middle East. They,*those kings and emperors, are following a 
course so stupid that it works in behalf of the Soviet policy. Pal- 
estine really should include all Trans-Jordan. It was separated from 
Palestine after World War lI, 

There is in it much more arable land than in 
there is a population of hardly more than 350,000. 

It would have been possible, and this the United Nations now 
should do, to move to homestead in large, empty Trans-Jordan a 
half million of the Palestinian Arabs. This sort of population ex- 
change, for the Jandless Arabs, would meet with his favor if it 
were properly put and if the Arab rulers and the propagandists of 
the Arab office were silenced. Turkey and Greece’ worked out a 
great population shift after the Turks had defeated Greece following 
World War I. The League of Nations assisted with a grant of 
$50,000,000. It was a satisfactory exchange and removed century- 
old ‘frictions.

Slavery Used To Be 
Man's Common Lot 


If there is any truth in the theory that man’s 
character is determined, even in part, by inherit- 
ance from the personalities and characters of his 

ancestors, it is little short of miraculous that man of ‘today should 
be so strongly imbued with the determination to know personal 
freedom. 

For, as time is measured in the history of a race, it is only a 
few short centuries since a period when the vast majority of man- 
kind existed only as the chattel properties of the few stronger, 
more fortunate classes. That, from such a background, should 
emerge generations of mankind imbued with the conviction that 
the individual man was meant to be a free person, with individual 
dignity, responsible only to himself and to a society whose laws 
and rules he himself formed, argues that, from the very beginning 
of time, human life contained within itself the essence of freedom. 
An essence so innate that all the abuses and indignities of thousands 
of years could not wipe it out. 

Nothing, to my mind, so strongly evidences mankind’s divine 
inheritance, the kinship of his spirit to that universal spirit we call, 
under various names, God, as this unquenchable love of freedom, 
this persisting sense of individual import——-for which men have, 
through the ages, fought and, willingly, died.

The days of the power and the glory of ancient 
Rome are not, in the sense of the age of the 
race, far gone. Yet, in the, Rome of the Caesars, there were tar 
more slaves than there were free men. Not only those who were 
slaves by reason of birth to slave parents, but whenever a Roman 
general returned from victorious war he brought, as an important 
part of his loot, thousands of the captured enemy to be sold into 
slavery most base. 

Few believed that slaves possessed souls. They were but flesh 
and blood chattels, valued. only for the services they could per- 
form. It was no crime, no more reprehensible an act, to kill a 
slave than to kill a horse or dog or other animal possession. The 
gladiators who died, by thousands, to sate the sadistic lusts of the 
arena throngs, were most of them slaves. 

And, not far from Rome, other masters, Turks and Arabs and 
Egyptians, held their slaves in worse subjection, even, than those 
of Rome. 

As late as the eighteenth century, criminals and debtors were 
doomed to the rowing benches of the galleys, chained in place, 
driven to inhuman effort by the vicious whips which tore the 
flesh of their straining backs and, when the abuséd bodies could 
work no more, they were tossed overboard to die and other poor 
wretches from the never-failing supply chained in their place. 

Even later, the Moors of Africa’s Barbary coast sold into similar 
slavery the members of the crews of any vessel they captured. 


When the United States was born, 
Indentured Servants when the Constitution was written, 
fewer than half the inhabitants of this country were free men. 
One-fourth were outright slaves, Negroes from Africa, and as many, 
or more, were indentured servants whose legal status was only 
technically different from that wf the slave. 

Only in rarest exception was the indentured servant able to 
work out his freedom an’ win his way to economic independence. 

In the years within our own memories, even after chattel slav- 
ery had been wiped from existence, there persisted an enslave- 
ment little better, the economic enslavement of the millions who 
toiled, in mine and factory and field, for bare subsistence wages, 
who could never hope for a better place in life because the cost 
of food and bare shelter demanded all their toil and its pitiful 
monetary rewards. 

Not all the slaves were Negroes. There was a time when 
percent of the world’s population were slaves. 

Let us, then, marvel at the ability of man to conquer the in- 
herited inferiorities that haunt him from the past and let us ac- 
knowledge that the spirit of freedom which inspires him to achieve 
liberty, must be an inheritance from a Divine spirit; otherwise it 
would long ago have succumbed to the humiliations of the shackle 
and the lash.

ARBARA WALKER was angry.

The 
British spy, Major John Andre, stealing by night 
up the Hudson, was plotting with the traitor, 
Benedict Arnold, for the delivery of West Point. 

The whole panorama of espionage during the 
American Revolution was. called up by the Gen- 
eral’s entries, and in a documented replica of the 
account book which Mr. Abbott is preparing to 
publish, these will stand as fresh history. They 
will disclose that the Americans countered the 
well-trained British intelligence system with a 
highly competent Secret Service of their own. 

They will reveal that even as Major Andre 
was risking his life on his audacious West Point 
errand, Americans were risking theirs on mis- 
sions as secret and as perilous. 

It was Andre’s destiny to become an endur- 
ingly controversial figure. To Britain, he was to 
be foréver a brave soldier, only by force of cir- 
cumstance caught in disguise. To the Colonies, 
he was to become the enemy’s boldest, though 
most engaging, spy. Most American spies achieved 
no such fame. For their own protection, they re- 
mained nameless,- and General Washington's ac- 
count book (noting every sum he paid through- 
out the war) discloses this in a typical spy entry, 
the first one entered on July 15, 1775: 

“To 333% dollars given to (name left blank) 
to induce him to go into the town of Boston to 
establish a secret correspondence for the purpose 
of conveying intelligence of the enemy’s move- 
ments and designs.” 

It was a correspondence such as this that 
finally led Andre to his end. He, too, wrote 
secretly. He tried to arrange with General Bene- 
dict Arnold, commanding officer of West Point, 
for the fall of the citadel and for the possible 
capture of General Washington himself. Hie 
put a price on Arnold’s willing treason and by 
only a little mischance he failed. 

In the quiet old town of Tappan, N. Y., a few 
miles up the Hudson and inland from New York, 
the most graphic evidences of Andre’s plot and 
Arnold’s treachery remain today. One is the 
house where Andre was imprisoned; another is 
the house where Washington prayed when Andre 
was executed; the other is a small stone marker 
on the knoll where Andre was hanged. 


NDRE, in those hazardous days brought to 
mind by the discovery of the account book 

missing a hundred years, was the able young Ad- 
jutant General of the British Army in America. 
He had a gift for painting and poetry and music. 

As aide to Sir Henry Clinton, the British Gen- 
eral, he was assigned to negotiate with Arnold. 
Under the assumed name of John Anderson he 
wrote at length. Arnold, signing himself Gus- 
tavus, answered. 

It was mid-September, 1780, and the British 
were in New York, the Americans farther north, 
with West Point the key to their whole position. 

On the night of the 20th, Andre boarded the 
British sloop-of-war Vulture, which had been sta 
tioned by Clinton in the Hudson far enough away 
from the American posts not to excite suspicion. 
On the night of the 21st, he stepped into a small 
boat and was rowed across the river at that 
point two miles wide—-to a landing place .at the 
foot of Long Clove Mountain, about two miles 
below the village of Haverstraw. 

He wasn’t in disguise then. This was a point 
he was to make later with all his power of 
urgency. He wore a blue caped cloak or surtout 
over his scarlet coat, the garb, as he said, being 
his “regimentals,” certainly no outfit which would 
have been chosen by one setting out upon the 
mission of a spy. 

His task, he later insisted, was not to spy but 
to act as intermediary between General Clinton 
and Arnold, and this task on this night took him 
up the river bank below Long Clove Mountain 
io a patch of spruce and fir which was in neutral 
territory. ‘There, Arnold waited. 

A first-quarter moon went down early and

they held their rendezvous in deep darkness. 
Neither ever told precisely what was said, but 
they talked on for hours. It took time; they were 
bargaining for a man’s soul and for West Point. 

Andre probably didn’t quibble over the price. 
He was more interested in what Arnold could tell 
him of West Point’s defenses. 

They parted too late. The sun that day rose 
at 5:59. When Andre descended to the river, he 
found he coufdn’t get back to the Vulture. The 
sloop-of-war, having come under American fire, 
had dropped lower down the river, and his boat- 
men couldn't make it. 

That was the first omen of disaster. 

It obliged Andre to agree, against his will, to 
start back for New York~by land. Arnold pro 
vided a horse for him, and a Loyalist, Joshua Hett 
Smith, who had directed the boatmen to bring 
him ashore, accompanied him. Smith insisted that 
Andre: don a disguise. 

Andre didn't want to. He hadn't set out as 
a spy and objected to the attire of one. But he 
took off his scarlet coat and he put on a purple 
or claret-colored one of Smith’s, with gold-laced 
buttons and buttonholes. 

Smith left him at Pine’s Bridge, not far from 
the English posts, and to Andre then the way 
seemed clear. He rode on, sure that he'd soon 
be past all danger. 

Near Tarrytown he saw that he was wrong. 
He came upon three militiamen, two who were 
playing cards by the roadside and a third who 
was on watch. 

There was not time for escape. Yet even then, 
but for a mischance, he might have saved himself. 
He had only to show his passport with Arnold's 
Signature. But he took the men—-John Paulding, 
Isaac Van Wart and David Williams for Loyal 
ists. 

“Gentlemen,” he said (according to them); “I 
hope you belong to our party?” 

“What party?” they asked. 

“The lower party,” said Andre, meaning the 
sritish, farther down the river. 

“We do,” they said. 

So Andre told them he was an English officer 
on urgent business. 

They had him, then. They dragged him from 
his horse, searched him, found treasonable papers 
hidden in his boots, and took him to the com 
mander of the outpost. | 

The commander didn’t suspect that his su- 
perior, Arnold, was involved in the plot. It was 
to Arnold that he sent word of Andre's capture. 

That morning, about 9 o’clock, Arnold was sit 
ting at breakfast with his staff and two aides-de-

camp of Washington in his house on the eastern 
side of the Hudson across from West Point. To 
that house came the rider with the black news. 

Unsuspecting, Arnold opened the letter. It 
must have seemed to him then that the world 
crashed around him, but he gave no sign. He ex- 
cused himself and as one of the officers said later, 
“he went upstairs to his lady.” 

He didn’t have minutes, he had only seconds 
in which to break the fearful news to her. 
Washington was due at the house any moment. 
Arnold—-esteemed and in command one instant 
and a fugitive the next instant--had to be away 
before his General arrived. He had to leave his 
lady in anguish and panic. 


OWNSTAIRS, he ordered a horse saddled, rode 

wildly to the river, sprang into a barge, and 
(as later was shown) cried: “Push out into the 
middle of the stream!” 

As Washington rode up to the Arnold home, 
Arnold, displaying a white handkerchief, was 
edging up to the Vulture, downstream. He climbed 
aboard and told the captain who he was—the 
commander of West Point, or should he say the 
former commander? Anyway, he was Benedict 
Arnold, traitor, wanting passage down the river 
to the sanctuary of the enemy in New York. 

He got the passage, joined the enemy, stayed 
with the enemy, and years later died in England, 
despised by his countrymen, never respected even 
by the British. 

Andre’s end came quicker. 

Under an escort of dragoons, he was taken 
from West Point to Mabie’s tavern in the village 
of Tappan and jailed there in a small ground- 
floor room of the building which stil! stands, 
and sti!l is a tavern. In Tappan’s Dutch Church 
a board of general officers, summoned by Wash 
ington,_tried him. 

He couldn't deny possession of the incrimi 
nating papers nor the wearing of a disguise, but 
his conduct was so dignified and respectful, and 
he seemed so eager to shield everyone in the plot 
but himself, that he won the sympathy of all. 

The judges ruled that he “should be ,consid 
ered a spy” and “suffer punishment according to 
the usaye of nations.” 

Punishment according to that usage was, and 
is, death by the halter. 

October 2, 1780, was the day set for the execu- 
tion and the place was a little knoll in Tappan. 

In the forenoon, Andre was permitted to put 
on clean clothing brought to him by a servant, 
and for his final hour he wore British full dress. 


FR YM his cell in the tavern he was taken at noon 

to the knoll, thinking up to that time that 
a request to be shot instead of hanged might be 
pranted. But Washington had ruled that “the 
practice and usape ol war, clrcumstanced as he 
was, were against the indulgence.” 

Around him were vathered a crowd of soldiers 
and others. But Washington was not there. He 
didn't want to see the young officer—-spy, by law 

die, and as the time for the execution ap 
proached, he remained in his room in his head 
quarters not far away. ‘There he drew the shade 
and kKnelt to pray in the house preserved today 
as a Masonic shrine. 

Qn the Knoll, Andre adjusted the rope around 
his own neck and bandaged his eyes. Smith, his 
erstwhile accomplice now under Colonia! orders 

was obliged to prepare to perform the execution. 

Andre lifted the handkerchief a moment and 
turning to an American colonel, said: 

“I pray you to bear me witness that I meet 
my fate like a brave man.” 

Ieveryone agreed that he did and seemed to die 
with the first great swing of the rope. 


Washington’s account book, which called up 
the days of espionage in the Revolution, rests 
now in the office of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
On the spot where Andre was hanged, a stone 
marker records’ his fate. In Westminster Abbey, 
his body les beside a tablet which reads

HE had entered the United States in 1931 and 

her only employment had been with Mrs. Par- 
sons’ sister and then in her own home. She was 
competent and she didn’t talk much; English came 
slowly to her, and in the questioning that was to 
follow Mrs. Parsons’ disappearance she was to be 
so insistent upon speaking Russian that police 
had to find an interpreter. 

So the life of the Parsons was happy, and the 
life of Anna Kuprianova was happy, until Wednes- 
day, June 9, 1937. Early in the morning Alice 
Parsons had driven her husband to the: station 
to catch the commuters’ train for New York. 

Later in the morning, Anna Kuprianova told 
the police, she was busy in the kitchen. She was 
cooking. There were many things on the fire. 

At 11 o’clock a car drove up to the front lawn. 
Whether Alice Parsons was waiting on the lawn 
to meet that car, or whether she came out of the 
house after she saw it, is still not certain. There 
was Only one witness, Anna,-and she was very 
busy in the kitchen. 

Later Anna recalled it was a black sedan, occu- 
pied by a middle-aged couple she had never seen 
before. Mrs. Parsons chatted with the couple for 
several minutes. Then she called to Mrs. Kupria- 
nova: “I’m going to ride over and show them the 
Sammis place.” The Sammis place was a near-by 
estate. In it Mrs. Parsons owned an interest, and 
she was trying to rent it.

sons. It was the most natural thing in the world. 
Anna Kuprianova didn’t give it a thought until 
the afternoon, she said. She became more wor- 
ried as the afternoon wore on. At 7 o'clock that 
night Parsons returned from New York. There 
was a swift interchange of questions and answers, 
and a swift search. Then Parsons called police. 

County detectives and state troopers respond. 
ed immediately. Before morning they had en- 
countered so many elements of mystery and con- 
tradiction that, very much bewildered, they sent 
out an eight-state alarm. Look out for Alice Par- 
sons! They described her as: “Height, 5 feet; 
weight 135 pounds. Wore blue dress with red 
buttons, white hat, black shoes and .stockings. 
Hair gray (actually it was blond shot through 
with gray). Eyes, gray, complexion, ruddy.” 

There appears to have been no question in his 
mind, from the start, that his wife had disap- 
peared. The routine of the Parsons household 
was so quiet and unvaried that he felt sure on the 
first evening that Mrs. Parsons wasn’t merely 
overstaying a call somewhere or paying an over- 
night visit she hadn’t previously happened to 
mention. 

Ordinarily, when someone has vanished under 
circumstances like these there are dozens of peo- 
ple who believe they saw her. But in the long 
roll of the missing no two cases are alike. In 
this case, Alice Parsons might have dropped off 
the globe.-except for the statement of Mrs. Leona 
Newton. Mrs. Newton was the Stony Brook post- 
mistress. She swore she saw Alice Parsons in a 
car pass her station. She was positive. 

That was all. 

When they’d arrived at “Long Meadow Farms,” 
the police had carefully examined the Parsons 
car, parked in front of the house. They'd found 
nothing to arouse suspicion, . They'd locked It, and 
nothing more was thought about it until 1:30 
o’clock in the morning. 

Then a detective decided to look into the car 
again, and as he did so his flashlight picked out 
a white envelope tucked under the footboard in 
the rear. He took it into the Parsons house and 
there in the presence of others, opened it. 

They had before them a “ransom note.” 

“Will Parsons,” it said. “I have your wife for 
$25,000 ransom. I calculate you can get the money 
in 24 hours. I have no place to keep her longer,

The note also bore a secret symbol, which was 
never made public. 

‘This brought in the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, and at once there were speculations as to 
how the note was placed in the car, and when--let 
alone by whom. The words “calculate” and 
“aboard” were>talked of as common in nautical 
groups, while the position of the letters, “p. im.” 
before the figure “9” was taken by some to indi- 
cate the writer was of foreign birth. 


HA'TEVER officials "thought as to whether 
the note was a genuine message from kid 
napers, Parsons accepted it at its face value. He 
announced he would like the kidnapers to make 
contact with him, and when no such contact was 
made, he issued an appeal on the fifth day after 
his wife vanished. 
“Il am worried and distraught,” he said. “The 
strain has been very great, not knowing whether 
my Wife is safe and well cared for. We, of course, 


are at the mercy of the person or persons re- 


sponsible for her disappearance. I again wish to 
assure this person or persons that I stand ready 
to comply with the instructions they may give 
Whatever is humanly possible will be done by 
me to see that anything they may request will be 
comphed with in secrecy.” 

The “person” or “persons” request any 
thing more. The FBI worked for weeks, using all 
iis vast resources, calling on all its expericnce 
[Its operatives didn’t find Alice Parsons. «hey 
didn’t find anything which indicated they coyld 
solve the mystery. 

Baffled or perhaps in possession of facts which 
they decided should not be public, they withdrew 
from the case with the cryptic statement that they 
were sure Alice Parsons hadn't been kidnaped. 
That put the mystery back into local jurisdiction. 

The state authorities continued to hammer at 
the case. Again and again Parsons and Anna 
Kuprianova were asked to repeat their stories. 
Again and again they did repeat them, without so 
much as a syllable of deviation. The state finally 
threw up its hands and gave um. 

It was not until 1944, when Alice Parsons’ will 
was filed for probate and made public, that it 
was learned this last will and testament had been 
executed just 22 days before she vanished. 

The will left most of her estate to her hus- 
band, but it included a $10,000 bequest for Anna 
Kuprianova, and it directed that a frust fund be 
set aside for Roy Kuprianova, who was her 
adopted son. ; 

Almost immediately, Mrs. Parsons’ two bro- 
thers announced they would contest the will, al- 
though they did not say on what grounds. 

The publication of the will again focused 
attention on the other figures in the case. It 
developed that seven months after the disappear- 
ance of Alice, Parsons left for the West Coast. 
He bought a farm at Carmel, Calif. 

Later, Anna Kuprianova and Roy followed 
him. On July 22, 1940, Anna and Mr. Parsons 
were married in Hollister, Calif. 

This, however, is not the end of the story. 

Both Parsons and Anna Kuprianova renounced 
their share of Alice Parsons’ estate. Just as he 
no longer felt he could live in the quiet Stony 
Brook estate, Parsons apparently felt he could 
not accept the money which his wife had be- 
queathed to him. 

In June, 1946, Surrogate Richard W. Hawkins 
declared Alice legally dead and ratified an agree- 
ment which disposed of the Parsons property. 

Under the agreement Parsons received, instead 
of an estimated $35,000, eight pieces of jewelry of 
sentimental value. The boy, Roy, will Receive 
$15,000 to be held in trust until he is 30. 

The remainder of her fortune will be divided 
among the children of Mrs. Parsons’ two broth 
ers, Frank and Howard McDonell. 

Mrs. Parsons has been declared legally dead, 
yes. Her home is gone. Her fortune has been 
split up among her relatives. Her husband is 
married to the former housekeeper, the able, alert 
Anna Kuprianova.

EF AT this moment Mrs. Parsons stepped out of 
the limbo which conceals so many lost identities 
she would have nothing. She would have no 
home, no fortune, no adopted child, no husband. 
And there is no one who can say that Alice 
Parsons is not still alive, in spite of the fact that 
she has been declared “legally dead.” 

It is impossible to state that a person is dead 
until the body has been found, and in the case of 
Alice Parsons, the heiress who went for a ride, 
there was never any hint that a lifeless body 
existed. 

The couple who took her for a ride? They 
were never found, nor did police ever discover a 
clue to their identity. 

So easily can a quiet woman, living on a quiet 
estate, vanish from the world!

HEN George Vanderbilt, 31, son of, Alfred

WENTY years of hell—and now, 
heaven! “Cured,” apparently, of 
psoriasis by a “medical miracle,” 
or, so it seems to me. I am free, 
at least, to lead a normal life.

For several days I had 
vainly tried to heal a sore the size 
of a dime near my left nostril. Sul 
phur ointment, petroleum jelly and 
a dozen other familiar household 
remedies failed utterly. 

I consulted my family physician. 
“T am afraid you have psoriasis,”’ he 
said. “It is the fourth most common 
skin disease. About five per cent of 
the population has it. You will be 
fortunate if the malady restricts itself 
to a small portion of your body and 
not become general.” 

Eventually the sore beneath my 
nostril disappeared, only to be re 
placed by 90 bigger sores in my scalp. 
A yellowish fluid oozed from each 
one. If disturbed, the fluid dried into 
a Silvery scab. I imagined myself 
growing horns. Of course I could not 
groom my hair properly. There were 
too many obstructions for the comb 
and brush. The barber whom I had 
patronized from school days made it 
clear that I was no credit to his shop 
and that he would not miss me 

If { had not the good luck acci 
dentally to make the acquaintance of 
a fellow “psoriatic,” who could use

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scissors and clippers well, I might 
have been forced to endure the added 
embarrassment of long locks 

Year after year the disease ad 
vanced, attacking my face, circling 
my meck, covering my chest and back, 
even studding the soles of my feet 
with false calluses 

Naturally, I went to doctors and 
scores of them \nd my 
invariably fruitless, I 
with almost everything 
imavinable. I was sent to ‘Turkish 
baths -and mineral springs I was 
baked in the sun and roasted unde! 
ultra-violet ray lamps. I was starved 
and fattened. 

One particularly painstaking der 
matologist discovered that I was al 
lergic to wool and decreed that I 
must wear cotton, 

The allergy benefited but the pso 
continued to itch, pain and 
glisten. I risked a thousand severe 
colds before I finally contracted 
that resembled double pneumonia 

That illness proved a blessing in 
disguise, for it took me toa celebrated 
Boston physician, who examined mys 
psoriasis, and promised to do what- 
ever he could to relieve it 

His treatment was Simple. - Just 
a weekly injection: of hormones (1 
believe the male sex hormone) and 
a daily vitamin tablet (vitamins of 
B complex, possibly others) 

As though by a miracle, the pso 
riasis began to vanish. Every morn 
ing saw a new improvement irm, 
healthy skin replaced the scales. 

Only convention. restrains me 
from emulating Lady Godiva and rid 
ing, unclad, before all the world, 
Shouting: “Look! Look! I’m cured!” 

When the Boston physician has 
treated a sufficient number of cases, 
if the results justify it, he will, I 
hope, give his therapy to the medical 
world. Only a medical authority can 
evaluate such a treatment. I wish 
that it turns out to be the boon for 
all the patients, as it has been for me.

Many people with this disease get 
better in summer time. Some seem 
to be sensitive to light.

HieN hobos get in a huddic 
over a campfire they can 
talk through: the night about 
farnous and legendary tramps who 
have ridden the rails from Saskatoon 
to the Florida Keys. Perhaps the 
greatest story of all is the one about 
Nae Breeks, the vagabond horse. 
Nae Breeks hailed from the Blue 
(;rass home of the thoroughbred race 
horse, but he had the misfortune to 
get tied up with Reter Mooney, a fly- 
by-night owner Aand trainer. So in 
stead of bedding down in the warm, 
clean stalls of the Whitney or Van- 
cderbilt stables, Nae Breeks learned to 
ride the rails and dodge the yard cops, 
The story of Nae Breeks began 
like stories of so many.of the hobos. 
horn a -thoroughbred race horse, he 
had the stamina but not the speed 
to keep up with the rest of the field. 
Only one person had any confidence 
in the four-year-old pelding who 
hadn't won a race in ten starts. That 
man was Peter Mooney, his owner, 
trainer, manager, agent, friend and 
constant companion. 
It must have been close to 20 
years since Mooney obtained his 
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horse from a man named Henry, and 
took him up to Canada to try to grab 
off a purse or two. Nae Breeks fin 
ished far back each time he ran. 

Mooney then took his horse down 
to a New York track to try to get 
some races there. When he didn't 
have enough cash to pay the feed 
bills, he begged, borrowed, and all 
but stole oats from the neighboring 
Whitney stable. He couldn't pay for 
an exercise boy or a jockey, so in. 
stead of having Nae Breeks worked 
out in the mornings, Mooney himself, 
who was 65, walked his horse around. 

It was toward the end of the sea. 
son when the wolf started to poke 
his head inside the door of the dilapi- 
dated stall. ‘The feed bill was long 
overdue, and in those days an unpaid 
feed bill entitled the creditor to walk 
off with the horse as payment. But 
no one was going to walk away with 
Nae Breeks—-not if Mooney had any- 
thing to say about it. 

When the breath got too hot on 
the- back of his neck, Mooney took his 
horse and bid farewell to New York. 

The Whitney horsecar had pulled 
up at the siding outside the track 
and his high-priced steeds began to 
climb into the car to be shipped away 
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Mooney saw his 
rniddie of the night, 
just before the tram was about to 
pull out, the vagabond owner took 
his vagabond horse by the reins and 
led him into the ca: 

‘The next morning 
Nae Breeks woke to find the 
Standing still and the car deserted 
by the Whitney steeds. .Mooney got 
up, took his horse, and alighted from 
the car. He saw the sun shining 
bright on Havre de Grace, Md 

Without look ong at the card he en 
tered the horse in a race that day. 

Nae Breeks’ legs were stiff and 
sore from the all-night ride, and his 
bones were pressing against his skin 
from lack of food and fancy oats. The 
Whitney flock had so far been lucky 
for Mooney, though, so he took his 
horse over to the gentleman sport 
ster’s stable and managed to borrow 
some feed and a stall. 

That’s when I met Mooney. He 
came ankling into the dining room 
of the Bayou Hotel, where all the 
horsemen stayed while in Havre de 
Grace. and spotted me breakfasting

Nae Breeks broke slowly from the 
barrier, and began eating dirt kicked 
up by the hoofs of the othe 
Halfway through the race, Werkman 
stood up in the saddle and started to 
put his famed shoulders to work. He 
practically lifted the horse off the 
ground, steering the astonished nay 
throurh the rest of the field 

When the dust had settled, Nac 
Breeks had put his courageous snout 
across the finish line a split second 
ahead of Paddock, the horse that 
Workman was originally scheduled 
to ride. Nae Breeks paid $72.50 fo 
each two-dollar mutuel ticket, nettiny 
Mooney $3,500. 

After the race, an agent from the 
feed man at New York showed up. 
Mooney handed the astonished credi 
tor his money, leaving for himself 
the major chunk of the winnings. But 
Mooney’s thoughts were for his pal, 
Nae Breeks. He rented a clean, warm 
Stall, laid in a supply of oats, molas 
ses and clover, and bought some fresh 
blankets and equipment. :

HOMAS A. EDISON patented 


1099 inventions, and _ today, 
15 years atter his death, all these 
inventions but four are free and 
available for use by anyone. It 
was from the sale of his early 
telegraph patents in 1870, at the 
age of 23, that he procured the 
capital with which he started dis 
factory and probably the first of 
the modern specialized research 
laboratories. 

Without the patent system Fdi- 
son might never have procured the 
capital with which he went into 
business; hé might have kept secret 
many of his inventions» and he 
would doubtless have been unable 
to secure the funds necessary to 
set up the many businesses built 
upon his inventions. He built the 
first central electric power. plant, 
one of the greatest achievements of 
modern engineering, invented the 
Phonograph, and translated many 
other inventions from crude sug- 
gestions into important industrial 
enterprises. 


AST Tuesday, Feb. 11, was the 

100th anniversary of Edison's birth. 
In honor of that occasion and to em- 
phasize the need ot preserving our 
patent system, The American Weekly 
is reprinting today portions of the 
only diary Edison ever kept, covering 
a nine-day period in 1885. This in- 
teresting human document was pub- 
lished in its entirety for the first time 
anywhere. in the Sept. 8, 1940, issue 
ol this magazine.

Mrs. Edison. Her tather was co 
founder of the Chatauqua plan, hence 
the reterence to the Maid of Cha- 
tauqua.

IMES have certainly changed in the 30 years 

since Joseph Hergesheimer, the famous 

American novelist, wrote his “Java Head,” a 
fictional account -of the marital problems of a 
New England sea captain and his Chinese bride. 

When East and West meet——and get married 
there aren't any problems any. more. At least, 
none have been encountered so far by Frank H. 
Rathbone, Jr., an ex-GI -who lives with his Chinese 
bride in the home of his parents in the Jamaica 
section of New York City. 

When the family of Hergesheimer’s sea captain 
saw the Manchu woman, her face painted so that 
no one might see her real complexion, dressed 
in satins and silks and wearing heavy jade 
jewelry, and smoking a pipe, they were speech- 
less. The marriage, as described in “Java Head,” 
ended in tragedy. 

The story was laid in the days when clipper 
ships were just coming into existence, when the 
opium trade was wide open, and when the Calli- 
fornia gold rush of 1849 was just starting. 

Frank Rathbone’s bride, the former Wu Shih- 
San, is no painted Manchu, and the people of 
Jamaica don't back away from her. She lived 
with her uncle in the Chinese embassy in Berlin 
for some years before the war, and picked up 
many Western ways. Far from slinking into the 
Rathbone household, glittering with jade and 
smoking a pipe, she entered wearing American 
clothes and humming “Swanee River.” 

There had been some worry about the recep- 
tion that the GI and his bride were going to re- 
ceive. Before his hitch in the Army, young 
Frank had been, in his own words, “sort of harum- 
scarum.” He had attended Riverside Military 
School in New York and had started an engineer- 
ing course at Georgia Tech. He thought that his 
father might still be indignant at some of his 
college escapades, and he felt that his parents 
couldn't possibly understand how charming a 
Chinese bride could be. 

“Shih-San’s Chinese customs helped our mar- 
riage rather than hurt it,” said Rathbone, who 
is 22 and one year older than his wife. “I've, got 
an awful temper, and I can’t always control it. 
An American girl would have either burst fnto 
tears and run home to mama or wrapped a 
lamp around my neck. 

“Not Shih-San. Centuries of training make 
the’ Chinese woman subservient to the man, and 
she’d humor me until I got over it.” 

Times, incidentally, are changing right in the 
Rathbone. home, as Shih-San is becoming less 
and less submissive. She's beginning to talk 
back a‘ little, and Rathbone says that’s fine. 

“TI’'ve learned to control my temper, anyway,” 
he says, “but Shih-San got our marriage over 
the rocks the first year.” 

They were married in Chungking, while Rath- 
bone was in the army, in a, ceremony which con 
sisted of signing their names to a wedding certifi 
cate they bought in a store. Four strangers picked 
up in a restaurant witnessed the signatures. 
Shih-San’s family disapproved ‘of the marriage on 
the grounds that, while many Americans married 
Chinese girls, they never bothered to take the 
wives with them when they shipped out. 

Now, the Rathbones think, everything will be 
all right, because they have since had a church 
wedding, Western style, and because Rathbone 
did take Shih-San with him. As a matter of fact,

S I smoked my fifth ‘reefer’ 

it seemed that my mind was 
working with machine-gun 

Wild ideas streamed in 
upon me. I could brush aside every 
inhibition...smash all obstacles. Any- 
thing I wanted to do was all right 
and I wanted to tear off my clothes 
and dance in the snow. 

“Then my .watchful friend with 
the blackjack stepped forward...” 

The speaker, James M. Hepbron, 
managing director of the Criminal 
Justice Commission of Baltimore, 
Md., paused in his revelation of a 
bizarre experiment, He appeared to 
be reliving those fantastic moments 
when he deliberately had placed him- 
self in the power of marijuana to 
help a governor decide whéther or 
not to commute a death sentence. 

“I shall never forget the insidious- 
ness of marijuana,” he said, “and its 
dangerousness. It is the handmaiden 
of crime.” 

Roundup of a gang, said to have 
flooded the country with “reefers” 
in operations tnvolving over $1,000,- 
000, was revealed the other day when 
a Federal Grand Jury in New York 
indicted 15 men on conspiracy counts. 

A recent roundup by Federal 
agents of Baltimore marijuana ped- 
diers who sell their deadly wares to 
teen agers led Mr. Hepbron to tell 
of his personal encounter with the 
weed. As head of the Criminal! Jus- 
tice Commission, Hepbron and other 
leading citizens had piven the Balti- 
more branch of the Federal Bureau 
of Narcotics information which aided 
in the arrest of five men. 

Then, to impress upon the public 
the seriousness of the marijuana 
menace, Ilepbron told of his own ven- 
ture into reefer smoking. His observa- 
tions constitute one of the most 
authoritative accounts ever obtained. 

“A young man under sentence of 
death for a crime committed during 
a marijuana spree claimed that his 
mind had been a complete blank,’ 
Hepbron related. “Governor (Harry 
W.) Nice asked me if I would test 
the effects of marijuana to guide him 
in his life or death decision.” 

Hepbron said that he agreed to 
make the test in tht living room of 
his home. He called in a friend and 
armed him with a blackjack. 

“TIT told him to knock me out if it 
looked as if I were going to hurt 
anybody,” Hepbron said,

The criminologist had 
supply of marijuana cigarets.

When I lay down on the sofa and 
closed my eyes I had the sensation 
that my legs were floating away. 

“This hallucination became more 
pronounced with the third reefer. I 
also thought 1 was having a terrific 
flow of ideas. And-disturbingly 
vicious traits, ordinarily inhibited, 
came clamoring fol expression.” 

Hepbron decided then to end the 
first experiment His friend stayed 
with him for three hours until the

A few days later, the criiainologist 
made his second test. He previously

“I knew

and knew it, but I still didn’t care.

In his final experiment, Hepbron 
determined to smoke reefers until he 
felt. impelled to commit some act 
never contemplated when normal. 

“It took five or six rcefers before 
I reached the point where I had the 
desire to take off my clothes and 
dance nude among the trees on my 
snow-covered lawn,” Hepbron said

how they learned in our mechanized 
army to the solution of hitherto 
baffling civilian problems. 

For exampte, lobster lovers in far- 
away sections of the country can now 
enjoy their favorite tidbit in its fresh 
and natural form through the use of 
a new type of cardboard shipping con- 
tainer originally devised for another 
purpose in our armed services. 

This ingenious method for wide- 
spread distribution of cherished New 
Kingland lobsters was developed by 
Boston's lobster king, Anthony C. 
(;eorge, himself an ex-G. L 

For ten years Mr. George, with 
the invaluable cooperation of George 
B. Wagner, Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology graduate and refriger- 
ation expert, had been looking for a 
way to ship this North Atlantic sea- 
food specialty to non-lobster areas. 
None of the containers in existence 
was satisfactory. 

Lobsters, as you may know, live 
out of water only until their gills are 
dried out--in temperate climates this 
is about 24 hours, in hot climates 
much sooner. 

Air express should have been the 
answer to George's problem, but air 
lines placed a ban on lobster ship 
ments because they were messy. ‘To 
keep lobsters moist and at a constant 
30 to 40 degrees temperature, they 
were usually shipped in barrels 
packed in ice--a drippy process, unfit 
for air travel. 4 

In their 10 years of working on 
the problem, George and Wagner 
spent $60,000. When war broke out 
they turned over all of their data to 
the government, which had urgent 
medical need for just such a con 
tainer—-not for shipping food but 
whole blood to the wounded 

Meanwhile, George did his. stint 
for Uncle Sam, being stationed dur 
ing his last nine months in service at 
the Boston port of embarkation, 
where he supervised three mess halls 
which daily fed over 7,000 men, He

did such a thorough job of this that 
the War Department presented him 
with a meritorious award. 

\fter the war, all of the improv 
ments developed around the origin! 
idea were utilized In further researc! 
and experiment to convert the was: 
i.me container to peacetime uses. 
l‘inally one was designed that met all 
the specifications. It Is made of card 
board and disposable after one use. 

The weight of the container, with 
out lobsters, is 6% pounds. It can 
withstand a pressure of 1000 pounds 
The inside wall has a’set of air cells 
which look like corrugated card 
board. Then there is a quarter inch 
of insulation material and then an 
other set of air cells. 

The lobsters are packed in just 
enough seaweed to provide moisture 
for the trip. After they’re in the bag, 
they're covered with two cardboard 
flaps on which is placed a metal con 
tainer full of dry ice. 

To keep the dry ice, which gives 
off a gas, from suffocating the lob 
sters, a small rubber hose has been 
attached to the ice container through 
which the fumes can escape. 

ven when packed in seaweed, the 
lobsters exude a certain amount of 
water. But such seepage is overcon: 
by a padding of shredded newspape 
at the bottom of the bag which serve. 
as a blotter.

Dr. Charles Foley, health commissioner of 
Havre de Grace, Md., nodded gravely. He told 
Mrs. Hattie Stone, a plump woman of 38, that he 
had been summoned to the school just after the 
children had eaten their lunches. He had found 
14-year-old George Stone in the throes of a con 
vulsion, given first aid, then rushed him to the 
Havre de Grace hospital. 

“Has he had such spells before, Mrs. Stone?” 
he asked,

“Yes. As you may know, epilepsy runs in the 
family.” 

“T didn’t know.’ 

“Epilepsy and heart disease. My other son 
died the same way. That was last year—June 
Sth. Doctor, is George”’in a bad way?” 

“I’m afraid he is.” 

“He might die?” 

“IT wouldn't y lat, Dr. Foley told her. 
“With good care, here at the hospital, he ought 
to pull through. We'll certainly do our best 

‘Does he have to stay in the hospital? I could 

care of him at home I nursed his brother, 
ill the others that were sick in the family.” 

Dr. Foley knew that there had been rather an 
tbundance of deaths tn the Stone family in recent 
months. First there had been Hattie’s father-in 
law, John, then her mother-in-law, Imma, then 
her 18-year-old son, Edgar, who had previously 
seemed in the best of health, and last her hus- 
band, kdward. 

“I think it would be wise—-very wise—-to keep 
(,eorge here for the time being, Mrs. Stone,” he 
said 

Hattie visited her son's bedside that day in 
late September, 1928, and told him the doctor had 
suggested that he stay in the hospital until he had 
recovered vod your heart: darling,” She said. 
“You have to be careful. It runs in the family.” 

Then she went back to her home on Bourbon 
Street-—the home that had been so greatly depleted 
by these illnesses. that ran in the family. Mrs. 
Stone bore a fair-enough reputation in the neigh 
borhood except for a matter that had involved 
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one James Aberts, a small, red-haired brakeman 
almost 10 years her junior. Aberts, a married 
man with three children, had visited the Stone 
home frequently before Hattie became a widow. 
and afterward he had been there practically all 
the time. . 

Indeed, Mrs. Aberts had complained to the 
police about Jim’s neglect of her and her children, 
and Judge Martin Foley had warned him to be 
have himself. After that the Aberts family had 
moved to Oxford, Pa., and if the brakeman saw 
Hattie any more his visits must have been secret 
because neighbors had no further reports of him. 


MAL/TH Commissioner Foley had another look 

at young George, then telephoned State's At 
orney W. Worthjngton Hopkins and told him what 
iad happened. “You might want to look into 
his,’”’ said the doctor, “because in my opinion it 
is neither epilepsy nor heart disease.” 

“Well, what is i then?” 

“I believe it’s strychnine poisoning!” 

“If that’s your diagnosis,” said Hopkins, “we 
certainly will look into it. As I recall, the boy’s 
father died pretty suddenly.” 

“Very suddenly.” 

Ed Stone, a railroad signalman, had eaten a 
hearty breakfast on the morning of Jan. 30, 1928, 
and died 45 minutes later in a caboose. He'd had 
the same sort of convulsions that seized George in 
school, 

Earlier—June 8, 1927--Edgar had gone in 
much the same fashion. 

And then there had been 15-year-old Pauline 
Hale. She had accompanied the Stones on a pic. 
nic in September, 1927, became ill soon after eat 
ing, and®died on Oct. 22. T®-had seemed as if she 
had suffered from epilepsy, too. 

“We've gathered some information and gos- 
sip,”” Hopkins reported to Dr. Foley, “but we 
haven't anything on which to base an arrest. 
Hiow’'s the Stone boy doing at the hospital?” 

“He's doing fine. Thinks there’s something 
wrong with his heart but it’s as sound as a dollar. 
We've gone over him very thoroughly, and there 
isn’t a thing wrong with him. I'll be sorry to see 
him go back home.” 

Once the boy hac been pronounced fully recov 
ered, the hospital had no recourse but to discharge 
him. Home again, he avoided physteal exercise; 
his mother kept telling him that if he weren't 
careful he’d have another of those convulsions, 


“VERAL months passed. Nine-year-old Morris 

Gibson entered the Stone household as a board- 
er, his parents having separated. 

Late in May, 1929, George Stone again became 
iil. He complained to Morrie that his mother 
gave him medicine that tasted bitter. ‘The child, 
who had never heard of strychnine, relayed the 
complaint to Mrs. Stone. 

She regarded Morrie fixedly.’ “I hope you 
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haven't forgotten what I told you about talking 
to the neighbor’s children,” she said. “It is not 
polite, Morrie.” 

He said he hadn’t forgotten. 

Later Hattie told a neighbor, Mrs. Kate Wi! 
son, that she planned to get rid of the Gibson 
child. “He's becoming a nuisance,” she said. “'! 
don't think I'll be able to stand him much longer.” 

George did not get better. On Monday, June 
3, Dr. Foley was called to the house. ‘The boy 
was in the midst of a convulsion. 

The doctor prescribed a remedy but deliber- 
ately omitted a drug because he wanted nothing 
to confuse his diagnosis of the patient's illness.

experience it is to open 
a trunkful of treasured 
books and find that many 
of them have, been disfig 
ured by mildew. ‘This is by 
no means an unusual occur- 
rence. Mildew may develop 
any place where there is 
enough moisture. A _ rela- 
tive humidity of at least 
8O% is often given as the 
limit below which mildew 
will not start. ‘This is only 
partially true; a room may 
have a low relative humidity 
over-all, but some spots may 
be humid enough for mil 
dew to develop--and once 
started, the mildew will con- 
tinue to grow ata humidity 
lower than 80% 


Prevention of Mildew 

Of course it is much bet- 
ter to take precautions for 
the prevention of mildew 
than it is to try to cope 
with it after it has begun 
itis damage An effective 
product is on the market 
which ‘can be applied to 
bindings and bookshelves 
to prevent mildew. It does 
not damage the materials 
to be protected, and it is not 
toxic to human beings or 
animals. 


Treatment of Mildew 
Once it has started, mil 
dew spreads rapidly, so 
prompt treatment 18 neces- 
sary. Krush off the spots 
with asclean soft cloth, and 
go over them again with a 
cloth slightly dampened with 
denatured alcohol, The pre- 
ventive product mentioned 
in the preceding paragraph 
can also be used after mil- 

dew has already formed. 
Repair of Books . 
Torn Pages: Cut a strip 
of transparent mending 
tape a little longer than the 
length of the tear and care. 
fully apply it to the page, 
being sure the edyes of the 
tear meet all the way along. 
Professional bookbinders 
use rice paper a great deal 
for mending books because 
it is thin and tough. Apply 
thin paste to the edges of 
the tear and lay a piece of 
rice paper over it cut to 
proper size. Smooth it down 


carefully to prevent pucker- 
ing. Lay a piece of waxed 
paper on each side of the 
page and press book closed 
with heavy weight. 

Loose Pages: Fold over 
inside edge of the loose page 
about ‘ imch. Apply paste 
along this fold and put page 
back in place. Close book 
and press with a heavy 
weight. 

If you wish, you may use 
transparent mending tape to 
attach the loose page to the 
adjoining page 

Lost Corners: 
match the paper in weight 
and quality. Trace the out 
line of the tear by placing a 
corner of the new paper 
under the torn page. ‘Tear 
off the new corner about’ % 
inch beyond the tracing. (A 
torn edge is less bulky than 
a cut edge.) Put a thin 
layer of paste on the mai 
gin of the new corner and 
press it into place. Protect 
each side of the page with 
waxed paper. Close book, 
and press with a heavy 
weight. 


Handling Books 

1. Never start to read a 
new book without first open 
ing it properly. Place the 
back of the binding on a 
flat surface with the fore 
edges up. Open front cover 
first and then the back 
cover. Next open a few 
pages at a time, alternating 
from back to front. Press 
gently with the _ § fingers 
along the inner margins of 
the book until @he center is 
reathed. 

2. Never pull a book from 
a shelf by the binding. 

3. Do not crowd your 
bookshelves. Stand books 
straight on the shelves 
fnever at an angle) and well 
to the front so there will be
